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Kn Ox-xrun the exiled Corean 
ter, has addressed a curions, and at the 
samo timo an instructive, petition to 
his King. He has also sent a letter to 
Li Hung-chang on his policy towarde 
Corea, and the present position of * 
Eastern Asia and its future political 
prospects. Kim, as our readers aro 
aware, came in to office while the little 
affair was occurring in December, 1884, 
in which the Japanese Embassy wasat- 
tacked and several Japanese lost their 
lives, and he was subsequently obliged 
to take refagein Japan. It was asserted 
at the time that this outbreak had 
been fomented by the Japanese, but 
their friends loudly disclaimed this. 
If Kim is to believed, the Japanese 
were at the bottom of the whole 
affair, and there is a passage in his 
petition which leads ‘as to think that 
the weak and worthless King had 
cognizance of it, The supremacy of 
the Bin family is blamed for much of 
the evil under which Corea is suffering. 
“Your Majesty,” says Kim, “is too 
well aware of the fact that the Bins 
have been remarkable for their treasons, 
disloyalty and shameless reliance on 
China, for you once instracted me to 
devise some means of neutralizing their 
unscrupulous audacity,” and the mur- 
derons outbreak a year and a helf ago 
may bave been one of the means em- 
ployed. What means are considered 
legitimate in Corea we may infer, or 
indeed we might say, take for granted, 
trom two revelations as to the King’s 
dealings with him which Kim makes 
at the beginning of his petition. “ Re- 
cently,” he says, ‘a man named Chi Un- 
ei arrived here, and as it was reported 
that he had Your Majesty’s secret com- 
mission to assassinate me I made care- 
fal observations of his actions; and 
now, I cannot but address to Yoar 
Majesty a few words of advice, Will it 


inis- 
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not be highly {njurious to Your Ma- 
jesty’s reputation if such people as 
Chi Un-ei are sent abroad with Your 
Majesty’s commands ?” Kim dryly re- 
marks that he does not pretend to decide 
whether this warrant of assassination 
was genuine or “not; but last year, 
when he was at Kobe, he was told that 
another man, whose name he gives, had 
porsonally received a similar order from 
the Kivg. To get done at once with 
those dark insinnations, we refer here | 
to the letter from Kim to Li Hung-| 
chang, in which it in enid that the | 
Chinese Ageni. in Corea had advised 
his Government to send over some one ; 
to doaway with him, and that Chi-un-e 
had been sent to Tokio with a “mur- 
derous mission,” as was proved by a 
‘document of commission,” which was 
apparently found in the possession of 
Chi, or obtained from him. He relates 
all this apparently more in sorrow 
than in anger, Politics in Corea are 
apparently intrigue tempored by assas- 
sination, The Bin family are held by 
Kim to be chiefly to blame for the con- 
dition of affairs in Coren; and to counter- 
act them he thought in 1884 that the 
time had come to take decisive steps to 
remove political power out of such 
daugerous hands; and, failing that, bis 
Majesty “might, in some fature time 
be reckoned among the forgotten rulers 
of an obliterated country. I, and my 
fellow workers, are blamed for relying 
ou a foreign Power, but in doing so 
we only acted, as Your Majesty is 
very well aware, as was required by 
the urgent necessity of the times.” 
And having thus blurted out the story 
of Japanese intrigue in Corea, Kim 
eutreats the King to free himself from 
all doubts and suspicions and to stand 
firm against the delusive instigations of 
his servants, and so save his country. 
We should be sorry to placo implicit 
reliance on all the statements of Kim- 
Ok-kiun, but such as they ave they bear 
out the views of those who hold that 
Corea is the scene of the unscrupulous 
intrigues of Chinese and Japanese, and 
that there is nothing to choose between 
their policy. After what has been re- 
vealed by Kim as to the share which 
Japan (ook in the occurrences of 1884, it 
will be impossible for the Government 
of the Mikado to enforce their order of 
expulsion on him ; they must give him 
a refage, and fall protection, for the 
eake of their own honour. 

Kim has been indiscreet in his revela- 
tions, and certainly cannot have added 
by them to the number of his friends. 
He blames his King, the Corean Minis- 
ters, China and Japan; be has a cut 
at England for having bought Port 
Hamilton from Corea. He writes on 
all, these. points foolishly, and in the 
manner of a bitterly disappointed 











man; so much so that his statements 
cannot be received with the authority 
which his position in bis nativo 
country would otherwise give them. 
Bat he sees clearly the great internal 
evils from which Corea is suffering, and 
which must be removed before she can 
be taken into account in the politics of 
Eastern Asia; except asa weak country, 
that every nation having interests out 
here must by hook or by crook prevent 
every and any other nation from pos- 
sessing. On the oppressions which 
people and industriea have to endure 
from the rapacity of the privileged 
classes, he writes with the plainness of 
a Customs’ Commissioner, and proposes 
drastic remedies which would delight 
the levelling soul of Mr. Chamberlain. 
Let him speak for himself as to what 
Corea formerly was and now is. He 
says :—In ancient times she was 
foremost in the Far East for manu- 
factures and industries, all of which 
have been destroyed by the exactions 
of officials and privileged persons. ‘To 
restore Coren to a fair condition, the 
King must dismiss ignorant Ministers, 
abolish family aristocracy, educate the 
people ond introduce foreign religion 
as an aid to education; which looks 
remarkably like his having been “got 
at” by Frenchmen, 

Tho letter to Li Hung-chang is more 
pungeut than the petition to the King. 
Kim blames the Chinese Viceroy for 








leaving the charge of the affairs of his |‘ 


country in Corea in the hands of the 
present Agent, whom he calls a childish 
person, He points out the dangers to 
China of the policy Li has adopted in 
Coren; which is protty certain to cover 
the Chineso with confusion and lose 
them the objects they are striving for; 
and he gives somo excellent advice, 
which will not be taken, unless whon 
too Inte, as in the case of Tongking and 
Annam.

A ust of the President, Vice-Presidents 
and Oounoil of the Bi-metallio League 
has come in our way. ‘These comprise 
several names well-known in commerce, 
many of whom have been for a consi- 
derable time identified with the bi- 
motallio oreed, and some are connected 
with the Ohina Trade.

world.” ‘Tho statement that before 
1873 the par betwoen gold and silver 
kept practically uniform is one of the 
corne: stones in bi-metallism, but our 
readers will remember that it was 
controverted by Mr. Giffen it 
dress to the Ivatitate of Baukers in 
May last, an article on which, from the 
Economist, we reprodaced on the 9:b 
ins! It was thorein stated that in 
the case of France, the attempt to 
Koop the two metals in circulation side 
by side bas always been a complete 
failure, “The result, as bi-metallists 
themasives acknowledge, has over been 
practical mono-metallism. Inother words, 
instead of a double standard, there has 
simply been an alternative standard.” 
Mr. Giffen is one of the leading cham- 
pions of the present one-standard 
eystom, and the Economist, as every one 
knows, is a stronaous opponent of bi- 
metallism. They utterly contradict the

AFFAIRS IN ANNAM. 
‘Tue information about the little oxpedi. 
tion from Saigon to the borders of An. 
nam, in the article translated from Le 
Saigonnais that we publisi elsewhere 
is vague. It may be ouly meant to 
prevent an outbreak on the frontiers, 
or on the other hand it may be what 
our Saigon contemporary evidently 
suspects it ir, inteuded to aunex two 
provinces of Annam to Cambodia, If 
it is merely intended is restore order 
in places when the literati have been 
stirring up disorder, and have oom, 
pelled the Governor appointed by the 
Court of Hué to take refuge in Fronch 
territory, the expedition will have littie 
interest to the world outside the Oulony, 
That part of the earth is of very little 
concern to us or any other Western 
people, and by the Treaty with France 
of last year the Court of Peking olearly 
audertook not to interfere with the 
moasures of order and repression to be 
taken by France in Aanam, China will 
now look on with a grim satisfaction 
at the measures of order and repression 
which France will constantly be obliged 
to take in Annam and Tongking ; she 
never troubled herself, at all events in 
modern times, about them, till it was too 
Inte, and we shall be agreeably . mise 
take France dove uot find herself 
coustautly obliged to send emallexpedi, 
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tious to disturbed districts near ber 
own frontiers, and to extend the bless- 
ings of order and civilization to people 
among whom Zilerati aud other cone- 
piring ficebrands have fomeuted dis- 
order. Anuexations, some times neces 
sary and at others prompted by the 
ambition of an official anxious to dis- 
tinguish his tenour of office, and wholly 
nnuecessory and wasteful of the meu 
and treasure of France, are sure 
to follow, probably uutil the whole 
oonntry of Aunam and Tongnin bas 
been absorbed. All this is only the 
destiny of nations whiob, like France, 
set about founding a colonial Empire ; 
it was what France was compelled to 
do in Algeria, what she bas to look 
forward to in Madagascar, and what 
England did in India ond in other 
parts of the world, ‘The question 

is the game in Annam aud Tongking 
worth the caudle, the adventures worth 
what they will cost? We have some 
foara that it is now too late for the 
Fronch authorities at Saigon to con. 
sider thia, aud that all they will have 
to do ia to endeavour to prevent the 
agitation from becoming, i own 
words, rebellion; and rebellion means 
war; oxlausting, disheartening war, 
‘The difficulty may taru out to be that 
of confining rebellion to those parts 
of Anuam which border on ‘Tong. 
king, snd provent its spreading into 
the very heart of the latter kingdom, 
Who Tongkinese are all thoroughly 
divnifeoted to the Freniol rule, and we 
have soon from time to time daring 
the last mouth or six weoks letters 
from Canton in which it is stated 
that troubles and fighting in Tongking 
woro imminent, If this be trae, the 
disorders which are now apparcutly 
confined to Binh-thuan and Khuu-how 
may spread further; aud impose on 
France the necessity of much more ex- 
tended operations than those now sure 
mised. There are all the materials for 
@ vexatious, exhausting gaerilla ware 
fare in Aunam, Tonquin and the neigh- 
bourhood, and there are numbers of the 
Blaok Flags now assisting the ivenrgents 
in Hainan who could quite easily be 
sont over to the mainland and whom 
China would be very glad to get rid of. 
Thon there is the rebellion in Coohin- 
Chiua which was reported to bo of con- 
siderable demensions, but of which we 
havo lately heard nothing. We trust 
that this little expedition from Saigou 
will accomplish the tr 
the disturbed districts without diffi- 
culty, as extended operations onnnot 
benefit the French, they will only at

CHINESE FINANCES AND TAXES. 
‘Tre stoppage of the Sugar trade in 
Formosa aud the lekins aud taxes which 
the Viceroy of Qauton ia imposing on 





trade in the south are all evidences 
of the irrational way in which Chinese 
officials try to surmount financial diffi- 
calties, They seem to be careless how 
the money is raised ao long as they got 
it, and this has been the immemorial 
practice of all easteru governments, 
is not likely that we have as yet 
the last or the worst expedicut ; it is 
much more probable that mattera 
will go feom bad to worse, aul 
the Peking Government comes to the 
istance of its,Viceroys, It is quite 
time it should do so, indeed with the 
adoption of expensive foreign meaus of 
warfare some adaptation of foreign 
finance should have been introdaced. 
It is rather unfair to require Vicoroys 
to purchase expousive ships, cannos 
rifles and all other munitions of war, 
aud to leavo them no other means of 
paying for them than were sudicient 
for the era of juuks, gingalls, bows 
and arrows. It is true that some 
money las been borrowed for coast 
defences, bat considering the heavy 
outlay which the troubles with France 
involved, this seems to have been in- 
sufficient, aud extraordinary methods 
of raising money have had to be resorted 
to, So far as our information goes the 
Proviucial Governments which bad to 
bear most of the expenses incurred 
two years ago are wanting money. 
They unfortunately turn their attention 
to the commerce in which foreigners 
are engaged, aud apply uew taxes aud 
lekius to thew, as the readiest sources 
from which their wants can be sup- 
plied. ‘Tho Viceroy of Cnuton seoms 
likely to stop the jank trade from 
Hongkong aud Mncao, as Liu Ming- 
ching has stopped the sugar trado in 
Formosa, Probably both officials will 
be boaten in the end, as the rice 
morchants at Swatow defeated tho 
exnotions imposed ou them; but in 
the menutine they do a great deal uf 
harm aud chiefly to their own people. 
The officials in this Peoviuce have cous 
tented themselves with forming opium 
farms here and at Chinkinng, and in the 
latter port they have beon so successful 
Uhut the Chinese partuers in the mono- 
poly lave now the trade wholly iu their 
hands. It is true the mandarins made 
an effort a short time ago to impose au 
oxtraduty on the sugarimported at Chi 
kiang, but it failed, aud on the whole it 
seoms as if the publio finances had been

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THE LI-CHING. 

‘Ta classics of any uation are the richest 
blossoms of its literature. Genius and 
tradition combine to give them a charm 
which other writings cannot possess. 
The Chinese Classics consist of ancient 
ry, poetry, a guide to divination, 
ions usages aud philosophical dis~ 
cussions. They are so much moro im- 
portant because they are the literary 
productions of a people which is at 
once as old ns Greece and Romo 
and as modern as England and Franor. 
‘The ancient Greeks and Romans wrote 
their classics and declined in energy not 
loug afterwards. We have their booke, 
but not the same powerful nationalities 
whese thought found expression in those 
immortal works, The Chinese wrote 
theirs, aud bavemaintained theirnational 
existence until now, undecaying and still 
prosperous, It is true of the Chinese 
Classics as it is of those of Europe that 
the course of ages bas ornamented 
them with the mellow tints of au 
quity. ‘The Innguage has not changed so 
mach as to render thom unintelligible to 
the people; as the centuries roll away 
a uew chain is added to this old world 
relics. Love for their Classios marke 
the Chinese character as much as it ever 
did. Sinco the invention of printing 
there has been an immense inorerse 
in tho number of renders of these booka, 
and in every part of the country they are 
the test books in sohools, and are used 
as texts by which to guage the fitue 
for office of candidates at the public ex. 
aminations, They nourish the.national 
intellect and minister to the national 
patriotiem, In appreciating Chinese 
opinions and natioual charactoristios 
it is essential to read theie Classics 
The Li-chi is the fifth of the Ol 
It line boon translated into French by 
J, M, Callery, but ie now for the firet 
time reudered into Euglish by Profes- 
sor Legge of Oxford. It makes two 
volames of the “Sacred Books of the 
East” edited by Professor Max Miiller. 
‘To obtain insertion iu that series it was 
necessary that the books should be reli» 
gious. This is moro fall of religions 
observances than any other of the 
Chinese Classics, and therefore its claim 
to a place among the Sacred Books of 
Asia has been recognized after the Book 
of History, the Buok of Odes aud the 
Li Ching had been admitted. It is 
@ obatacteristic specimen of ancient 
se thought on religion, There 
is iu it abundance of information on 
sacrifices, but nothing on the nature 
aud attributes of God, or upon the 
future state, or on the destiny of the 
haman sou). It is very minute and 
careful iu its inculcation of the duties 
of man, his bebavionr in the school, 
the family, the court, the city, at the 
ancestral tomb ;—not a word of specu- 
lation on those awful themes which 
had an indescribable interest for So- 
crates and Cicero. It is a text book 
of the disciplos of Coufucins, and exs 
presses what was important in thei 
view in the fourth and fifth oentui

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS—MAY. 
Tae Board of Trade returns for May 
present few satisfactory features. The 
value of the imports for the mouth 
amounted to just over 29 millions 
sterling, being £2,165,060 less than in 
1885—or about 7 per cent—and 4 
millions under those of 1884, The 
decline in the import of bread-stuffs 
ie nearly sufficient to account for the 
whole of this falling off, having beon 
£1,900,000, while other items of food 
supply—such as beef, eggs, rice aud 
sugare-were also smaller, the total 
deficiency in the national bill for food 
and drivk reaching £2,236,000, or 
more than the whole shortooming in im- 
ports for the mouth, Raw materi 
cotton, wool, jute and silk, were all re 
ed iv inoreased quanti 3 cotton 
showing an excess of 80 per cent. in 
quantity but only £4 per cent. in value, 
which is taken as showing that the im- 
ports were of low qualities. Of wool, the 
reovipts wore nearly 30 por cout, more 
than in the samemonth in 1885, but here 
ouly an iuoreased value of 
ir cent. Wool has never 
yo as it was in May, 
The arri of flax and hemp fell off, 
the former 24 per cont. in quantity 
d somewhere about 55 per cont. 
in value, and the Intler over 50 per 
cent. in amount aud ucarly 43 per 
cent, in value, 

‘The decrease in the value of exports 
was £844,000 in the month, the totals 
being £16,300,000,against£17,100,000 
in 1885 and £19,800,000 in 1884. 
The figures of the privcipal mavufac- 
tured articles of export lend to show 
that the falling off last May was 
not due to a deoline in their cousump- 
tion but in their declared values; the 
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consequence of raw materials having 
become cheaper in the preceding twelve 
months. As regards, cotton, linen aud 
woollen goods more were exported lust 
May them in the same month in 1885, 
and in yarns sent to foreign markets 
the decline in value was but slight. 
Altogether, the values were generally 
lower for British products, as was to 
be expected from the general decli 

that had taken place in raw materials ; 
but an exception to this is found 
woollen and worsted goods, which bad 
not declined quite proportiouately to 
the fall in materials, An explanation 
of this is given in the case of worsted 
goods, which incrensed one per cout. in 
quantity and over 10 per cent. in value, 
by changes iu the trade, the district now 
largely engaged iv worsted manuf 
tures producing cloths aud other fabri 
of a more costly kind than the lustres

been in successful working in the Wess 
torn nations for generations, even for 
centuries, it is absurd to describe them 
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as aiming at the total destruction of 
the State, or of political and social order. 
Not that theserepresentative institution 
form the whole ideal of the Russian 
Nihilists. Their sims are more fully 
set cut in what is known as the pro- 
gramme of the “Narodnaia Volia’s 
party.” In this programme, they own 
that by their general convictions they 
are socialists and democrats, but they 
alill hold that the institutions of @ 
country must be sanctioned by the will 
of the nation, and that the development 
of the nation can only be sound when 
it ja independent and free. ‘herefore 
although they do not think a freely 
eleoted national assembly is the ideal 
form of the manifestation of the popu- 
lar ‘will, they allow it to be the ouly 
form practically realisable, aud as such 
accept it. While so nocepting it fully, 
they feel bound to place their own pro- 
gramme before tlie electors; end after 
this exordium the cnsual render might 
expect to find something terribly auar- 
ohical in Usat progranme; and to reas- 
sure him, we reproduce it in full :— 

1—Tho permanent Representative 
Assembly to have the supreme control 
aud direotion in all general State ques- 
tion 

2.—Large provincial self-govern- 
ment, secured by tho election of all 
publio fauotionaries, 

8,—Independence of the village com. 
mune (Afi) a8 an economical and nd- 
ministrative unit.

5.—Series of mensures tending to

Nearly all these rights have already 
been attained aud are enjoyed by the 
Western nations, The only distinctly 
sovialistic onea are numbers 4 and 5,
